Notwithstanding (he bouiilifulncss of the vegetable and 


fruit crops this year, complaint comes from many quarters 
that retail prices are ioo high for (he comfort of Ihc consum- 
ers. 
It is said that large quantities of fruit and vegetables are 


going to waste because the prices the farmers can get for them 
will not pay for taking (hem to market, and if this is true the 
situation does seem to be something of an anomaly. It would 
seem that retail prices should not be high for products that are 
rotting on the ground. 


But such is the situation, according to reports from various 


quarters, and this carries the question back to the cost of dis- 
tribution, which has been so much and so vigorously discussed 
in the last few years. And it would seem that the trouble must 
lie at that end of the business when high prices and rotting 
products go hand in hand. 


An eastern exchange, commenting on apples and their mar- 


keting in its section, says that data of the New York experi- 
ment station for the last ten years shows that it costs the 
farmers $1.29 a barrel to place first-class apples on the market, 
and they receive $2,87, which gives them a fair profit. 
The 


middleman sells them at about ,15 a barrel, thus he does not 
receive an extravagant profit, and now Ihc apples are in Ihe 
hands of the relaifcr, who in many cases sells them by the 
quart and peck at prices which yield him a profit of from 75 
cents to $1.00 a barrel. 


These figures certainly do nol show inordinate profits any- 


where along the line, and it is possible if oilier products were 
traced, step by step, from the farmer lo the consumer, it would 
be found that there is not so much extortion in connection 
with food prices as is commonly alleged. The fad is that con- 
sumers nowadays demand a great deal in Ihc way of service, 
and this has to be paid for. And one reason why so many 
products are going lo waste is that there is evidently enough 
of the first quality this year lo meet the demand, consequently 
there is no market for those in the second and third classes at 
any price. 


Crops are good, but il still looks as if Ihc question of the 


high cost of living was as far from solution as ever. 


Figures from the census bureau show that there are 1,500,- 


000 unnaturalized men in the United States who came from 
nations now at war. These are all liable to military duty in 
their respective countries, and many have already gone home 
to enter the ranks. 
Including women and children, there arc 


nearly 10,000,000 people in the country who came from Ihe 
warring nations.
